Another Murder at Kennedy Sat< 
urday Night Over a 
of Cnips. 



Another killing occurred at Ken- 
nedy Saturday night 

As usual the tragedy was the re- 
sult (tf a game of craps. 

A gang of negroes were shooting 
craps in Mrs. Harris' woods, when 
a row came up between Creed Per- 
kins and Jake Williams and Wil- 
liams whipped out a pistol and sent 
a bullet crashing into Perkins' 
brain. The na* 4^as slMt squarely 
in the forehead and dropped dead 
in his tracks. 

Then the negroes present, 
and all, took to their heels leaving 
the corpse lying in the woods. 

Some one reported the murder 
and Sunday morning the dead body 
was found where it fell. 

The murderer adnita the killing 
and made no eflort to escape, but 
witnesses are very scarce and hard 
to find. Many negroes have left the 
neighborhood to keep from telling 
what they know. 

Both slayer and slain were young 
negroes, farm hands in the vicinity 
of Hinsleytown. Coroner Aliens- 
worth went to Hinsleytown Sunday 
and held an inquest. Perkins was 
still in the woods where he was 
killed. 

Press Scott was the only witness 
who could be found. 

He testified that they had been 
gambling and Perkins had been 
cursing and threatening Williams, 
and had drawn a pistol and said 
that he would kill Williams. 

The verdict of the jury was death 
from a pistol wound in the forehead, 
from a weapon in the hands of Jake 
Williams. Williams was arrested, 
and delivered to jail by the coroner, 
on a charge of manslaughter. 

Perkins was an ex-convict.

Assisted 
by hia brother, Albert dressed the 
stolen fowls at their place at 
Bunker Hill, in the town of Auburn, 
and marketed them in this city. 
Albert says he would take only the 
choicest selections in a henhouse.

ijte schooling, swarming, herding 
or Wrelcing of animals presents a fas- 
cinatiftg subject, and the causes 
which govern the various movements 
constitute an elaborate study. Ke 
cently the writer while duck shooting 
in tf^alifornia tol« iwamp become so 
inifPted in the Hooking of birds thftt 
he forgot the ducks. Before the blind 
eiteuded hundreds of acres of tule 
swamp which resounded with the 
notes of the blackbirds. As the sun

HOW TO CUT AN APPLE. 

And Leave th« Skin Intact— StartUos 
But Simple Trick. 
To cut an apple in two or more 
pieces without also dividing the skin 
seems un impossible feat, but that it 
can be performed with eoniiiarative 
ease anybody following the directions 
here given will testify. Apples are so 
common a fruit that they figure on 
every well organized dinner table, and 
the little trick, when performed as an 
after-dinner feat, is really quite star- 
tling. An apple with a firm, smooth 
skin should be selected. Take a long, 
slender darning needle and thread it 
with silk or cotton. Linen thread is 
l)erhap8 the best, M,|t isnot so liable 
> break. Begin tithe item and take 
long stitch UB,^ the aids of the ap- 
ple, being caMilpi' not to go so deep 
that the point ol the needle does not 
readily emerge. Take another stitch 
in the same direction, sewing right 
:iround the apple, exactly as you 
would cut it in half. 

\^'hen the thread comes out again 
near the stem, take the two ends in 
Micli hand, cross thera and pull stead- 
ly. The thread will, of course, cut 
the apple in two, leaving no mark on 
the skin, and without breaking it Ije- 
ond the tiny bolps made by the 
iccdlc, which are quite invisible. By 
repeating the performance in difPer- 
nt parts of the apple it may lie cut 
mio quarters and eighths, and on be- 
ng peeled w ill fall into those sections. 
—Pittsburgh Dispatch. 

SCHOOL EXPENSES. 

Contrast Between Those of City and 
Country Strongly Marked. 
When wo look into the (pu'stion of 
expenditures for school purpo>(s, and 
the salaries of the to-aehers the su- 
])eriority of city possibilities 
uealion is very marked. The annual 
expenditures per caj)ita for all pub- 
lic school purposes in cities of 8,000 
population and upwards is 
side of such cities, $2.10. Tl 
trast is even more strtmgly marked 
in the distinctly rural portions of the 
country. For instance, in the rural 
districts of the South Atlantic states 
the annual expenditure is only 93 
cents per capita, and in the south 
central states 91 cents per capita. 
In the cities in these two sections 
it is respectively $2.42 and $1.9 J per 
capita. It is a remarkable and inter- 
esting fact that the cities of Mon- 
tana head the list with a per capita 
expenditure of $6.85. The cities of 
Massachusetts come next with $5.06, 
and New York is third with $4.75. 
Alabama is at the foot of the list, with 
96 cents per capita in the cities and 32 
in the country districts. North and 
South Carolina and Florida are but 
little better. — Gunton's Magazine.

HOW TO CUT AN APPLE. 

And Leave the Skin Intact -Startling 
But Simple Trick. 
To cut an ap[']e in two or more 
pieces without al.-^o dividing the skin 
seems an impossible feat, but that it 
can be performed with comparative 
ease anybody following the directions 
here given will testify. Apples are so 
common a fruit that they figure on 
every well organised dinner table, and 
the little trick, when performed as an 
af te»-din^F feat, j« 'mUy quite star- 
tling. An apple with a firm, smooth 
skin should be selected. Tftke a long, 
^!ender darning needle and thread it 
with silk or cotton. Idnen thread is 
jierliaps the best, as it is not so liable 
to break. Begin at the stem and take 
a long stitch under the skin of the ap- 
ple, being careful not to go so deep 
that the p(3iut of the needle does not 
readily emerge. Take another stitch 
in the same direction, sewing right 
around the apple, exactly as you 
would cut it in half.

SCHOOL EXPENSES. 

Contrast Between Those of City and 
Country Strongly Marked. 
"When we look into the (jue-iion ,.i' 
expenditures for school i)iirpo>e-. 
the salaries of the toacheis, ilie 
periority of city possibilities in 
ucation is very marked. The annual 

■xpeaditures per capita for all pub- 
lic school purposes in cities of 8,000 
population and upwards is$3.77;out- 

ide of such cities, |2.10. The con- 
trast is even more strongly marked 
in the distinctly rural portions of the 
country. For instance, in the rural 
districts of the South Atlantic states 
the annual expenditure is only 03 
cents per capita, and in the south 
central states 91 cents per capita. 
In the cities in these two sections 
it is respectively $2.42 and $1.93 per 
capita. It is a remarkable and inter- 
esting fact that the cities of Mon- 
4ana head the list with a per capita 
expenditure of $0.85. The cities of 
Massachusetts come next with $5.06, 
and New York is third with $4.75. 
Alabama is at the foot of the list, with 
DG cents per capita in the cities and 32 
the country districts. North and 
South Carolina and Florida are but 
little better.— Qunton's Magazine.

Medical Education In Kentucky. 

The State Board of Health of 
Kentucky gives notice to all con- 
cerned that it will hereafter refuse 
to recognize, as a basis for certifi- 
cates to practice medicine, diplomas 
from any medical college which 
does not, in good faith, comply v 

requirements of the American 
•Medical College Association, the 
American Institutt of Homeopath; 
and the American Eclectic Medical 
College Association, respectively, 
both as to preliminary education 
and four years' course of study. 
This means that no school that 
graduates three year students will 
be recognized in this State here^ 
after. 

The Board provided an examina- 
tion for three year graduate* of. the 
present year, as maqy of the stu- 
dents had attended such schools in 
ignorance of its advanced require- 
ments, but found this course unsat- 
isfactory, a large per cent of the 
examinations tadicatieg incomplete 
preliminary education as well as 
imperfect medical training. This 
standard for the State of Kentucky 
was made and promulgated in 1891, 
to take efiFect this year, but is again 
published that schools patronized 
by Kentucky students, and future 
graduates expecting to practice 
here, may fully understand our re- 
quirements.

Chicken Laafoafe. 

Chickens speak in alanguage that 
human ears learn readily to com- 
prehend. For the most part it is 
instinctive. A fuzzy toddler six 
hours out of the shell has five dis- 
tinct calls. The first and loudest of 
them is the lost note, uttered when 
it loses sight of its mother or finds 
itself out in the cold. It is loud and 
very shrill: "Pee-ee-p! Pee-ee-op! 
Pee-ee-op!" The second, the hun- 
ger note, is as shrill,' but more 
plaiutive, running somewhat thus: 
"Yeapl Yeeap' Yee-eeap!'' 
soon as eating begins it changes to 
a sort of satisfied chittering: "Wit- 
wit! Wit-wit! Wit-wit-weetl" Af- 
ter eating the .chicks grow sleepy, 
and cry to be cOTCred. The not^ is 
somewhat like tlimt of hunger with 
a peculiar tremcflo* breakiag in the 
miiMi "Ye»i>l-leepl! Yee-pl- 
leepir does not fully represent it, 
but comes as near as the limitations 
of rowels and consonants admit. 
The fifth nete, the thir-r-r of fright 
or astonishment, is the quaintest of 
all This chir-r develops at last 
Uu grating call of warning, 
uud of whtch from their mother 
est scatter and scut- 
'Anything, a bird, a 
ir:«lBall passing cloud, 
V aky overhead, will 
I Urtroifllg cry. Let one 
s sottod It, e»ery other will take 
it up. Often the alarm is a false 
one, but centuries of hawks have 
impressed upon each feathered 
mind that d,anger "comethout of the 
air" and they govern themselves 
accordingly. 

Everybody knows how hens 
cluck to their broods, but it may be 
news to many that though a hun- 
dred hens may be clucking in the 
same inclosure, the voice of each 
w ill be individual and unmistakable 
to her immediate family. A chick 
j^jst out of the nest may not be able 
. .to discriminate, but let it tellow for 
<. a day and it is past making mistakes. 

Even more wonderful is the hen's 
^. ability to differentiate her brood 
from all' the rest. 

Upon finding toed a hen calls her 
chicks somewhat thus; "Co-cu-co- 
cu-cu-cu-ee!" The rooster calls his 
wivcn about him to share in some 
daintv with nearly the same notes, 
but deeper and more resonant in 
the beginning and runnin<;- at the 
end into a hig-h treble. There is 
something clownish in his cackle. 
He cackles only to express a pained 
astonishinent. or eNe by way of 
chorusinj; the hens, with whom 
caclilinif is a favorite diversion, 
(luite independent of the matter of 
ej^^^-laying-. A rooster, especially a 
jr^«ccock or one of Spanish breed, 
hiSv a wonderful variety of crows. 
By means of them, indeed, he runs 
the whole gamut of e.xpression — 
hope, fear, defiance, triumph, love, 
hate, rage vanity and a tine, ineffa- 
ble conceit. 
F^j^^tisthehens withfamilies, though, 
ijHK^t are the true barnyard gossips. 
Ik^Any fine day, outside molting time, 
y,foa may see them standing in 
l^ups their heads close together, 
"¥muckliug and chattering like so 
nia\lf^' blackbirds, or else wallowing 
iu light earth, pecking lightly as 
they scratch and wallow, and evi- 
dently finding it good sport to throw 
;dust well over each other.--N. Y. 
Sun. 



When a piece of disputed or sus- 
pected handwriting is submitted to 
an expert his first care is to note its 
general appearance. He observes 
.what seem to be the characteristic 
habits o£ hand in the writer, the style, 
shading and connection of letters, 
their relation to the base line of the 
writing and otlier significant point; 
The same process is applied to speci- 
mens of the alleged writer's genuine 
hand. 

The next step is to disintejrrate tlie 
writing so that letters repeated in 
both specimens may be conipared in 
detail when placed side by side. In 
this way divergences or resemblances, 
which might not appear to the eye in 
the body of a paper, are made perfect- 
ly clear. If any of the letters show 
signs of hesitation or retouching, as 
frequently happens in forgeries, they 
are photographed through the mi- 
croscope. By this enlargement re- 
touches or tracings are brought out 
80 that they can be seen plainly by 
the untrained eye. 

Having made his examination of 
the whole writing, step by step, tlic 
expert summarizes the results, num- 
bering corresponding parts and call- 
ing attention to discrepancies or re- 
semblances as they occur. By this 
process his conclusions are made per- 
fectly clear in all ordinary cases to 
anybody who reads his report. In ex- 
ceptional cases, such as court trials, 
he may go before a jury with bhick- 
board and pencil and show exactly 
how a forger wrote a certain letter as 
well as the way in which the person 
whose writing habitually formed it. 
If his deductions tie accurate, the re- 
sults, prevented in this graphic man- 
ner, naually are oontinchig to all in- 
telligent and onprejoAoed obaenren.

AM AFRICAN LAKE. 



Interesting Report of 
Tropical N< 
At a nicLtiiig of the Royal Geo- 
graphical society in London an in- 
teresting report by Mr. Poulett 
Weatherley on Lake Bangweulu, in 
Central Africa, was read. The ex- 
[ilorer circumnavigated the entire 
sheet of vratcr. Ills party reached the 
lake in Auguf^t, 1896, and established 
a camp at tlm southoiif-trrn conior. 

Tlio shores 
(if the lake are absolutely free from 
shells and the water has no depth, 
lie sounded in many places, but never 
found more than 15 feet. II.^ piir-

trict. Mr. Weathcrloy tliiiik- n u 
formed by the water from tl)i' it 
u-atershed of the Taiipanyika plii. ,iu. 
The overflow i.s checked to the u.-l 
and pouthwest l)y a rim of rock, l ut 
the east and ?outhcast has no mkIi 
barrier, and in that direction there is 
a vast swamp from 2i) to -40 miles in 
breadth. The Liposoclii and Luena 
to the north and the Chambeze to the 
east are the chief contributors to the 
water supply.

Proceeding 
in a northerly direction, the party 
reached the e.xtreme north-northwest 
comer of the lake. Continuing their 
journey along the coast, they discov- 
ered a narrow peninsula stretching 
north and south, having on the west 
a sheet of water about three miles in 
width, which extends the whole 
length of IJangweulu north and 
south, but is always separated from 
the lake by the isthmus. There was 
cotton everywhere, l)ut not in large 
quantity, and the bark-cloth tree 
sbotmded . .

It is absurd to deny the phenomena 
of mesmerism, and yet it is not a sci- 
ence, while its claims are usually 
urged by aharlatans. Jlesmcrismmay

Tlie state of clairvoy- 
ance is, it is contended, a higher de- 
gree of the mesmeric process, wlieieiu 
the patient claims to possess a power 
of vision which extends to all objects, 
near and at a distance, in space and in 
time. 

The dispassionate inreitigation of 
this subject has been shonned by 
most men of science on account of the 
imposture of some and the credulity 
of others of its professors. Electro- 
biology is only another form which 
the public exhibition of animal mag- 
netism has assumed. Sleep is pro- 
duced by making persons gaze for a 
certain length of time on a piece of 
money which is placed in the hand. 

In susceptible individuals this pro- 
duces 11 kind of cataleptic sleep, in 
whi( li they exhibit all the phenomena 
of the inesineric state. About one 
person in ten is found capable of be- 
ing mesmerized, to a greater or less 
extent.— X. Y. .Tournal.
